"In future years, some 
of us here may be in need," he 
said. "I hope not. But we have 
had that experience in the past 
and the organization was able to 
help many veterans and their 
families." 

A veterans' welfare officer, 
Mr. Donwood, gave a short talk 
on the rehabilitation services 
which are open to veterans. 

It was disclosed during the 
meeting that the Newmarket 
Veterans' Association had sent 
2,100.000 cigarets overseas, 
amounting in cost to $7,000, not 
including the parcels sent at 
Christmas.

The work being done on the 
north-east corner of Raglan and 
Millard Ave. recalls the fact that 
the building was at one time the 
Newmarket high school and it 
was there that the late Sir Wil- 
liam Mulock received his early 
education, and according to local 
historyt his full share of "birch- 
ings." 

The building nnd corner lot 
have been bought by Max Bong 
and the building is being re- 
modelled into three apartments. 
Still outwardly ns sound as ever, 
it has walls 13 inches thick, 
made of three rows of trick be- 
lieved to have come from the 
Stickwood brick yards x in New- 
market The beams nnd plank- 
ing * are hand-hewn, with the 
mark ' of adze still on them. 
Plaster was laid directly on the 
brick interior and nt one time, 
must have been a chocolate 
brown. « 

An early notice in the registry 
office, dated 1878, records the 
fact that the Newmarket high 
school board of the "village of 
Newmarket," handed back the 
property to the Crown. The 
same year, the land was granted 
to Rosanna Keetch who later 
sold it to the Brimson family 
nnd it was from them that Mr. 
Boag purchased the property. 

It is uncertain when the build- 
ing was erected but Sir William 
attended school there in 1850 at 
the age of seven. It has 18-inch 
plastered gables extending out- 
side the walls and the interior 
of the ceiling, where it meets the 
walls, is gently rounded. A 
chimney Is built in the wall at 
the north end, the flue measur- 
ing five inches by 18 inches. 
Some of the planks inside the 
building measure as wide as 24 
inches and are eight feet long. 

Stan. Sheridan, carpenter in 
charge of the work, estimates 
that the cost of erecting such a 
building under present condi- 
tions would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $15,000.

Ije has extended 
the old schoolhouse north and 
combining old and new buildings 
into apartments.

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DIRECTION NEEDED 
IN TOWN PLANNING 

There has never been any plan to the develop- 
ment of Newmari-.et. Like Topsy, it has just 
"growed." The railway followed the river val- 
ley. The industries located near it and the 
waterway. Merchants built on the main high- 
way and the homes of the residents were built 
with an eye only to personal convenience. Muni- 
cipal buildings were situated where they would 
best serve the needs of their day. There was 
little if any thought to the future. 

Tnere has been little change. There is still no 
definite policy of town planning. There is this 
difference between the present and the past, 

however, in that there is now no excuse for the 

lack of attention to this important need. In the 
day of the horse and buggy, the motor car was 
inconceivable. In the day of the general store, 
the modern market was unknown. We have be- 
come accustomed to progress but apparently we 
have yet to learn to plan for the demands of pro- 
gress. ' 

Newmarket shows many results from the* lack 
of planned development. That would be expect- 
ed. But to continue to add to those faults is 
unforgivable. The latest example to be added to 
a long list is the town's inaction in the sale of the 
north-west corner of Main and Water St*, to an 
oil firm. Presumably the firm will erect a ser- 
vice station there. As we have said before, it is 
an ideal location. The use of the property for 
that purpose, however, v/oulc be another compli- 
cation to the widening of Main St., it would 
lower the value of the adjoining property, and it 

M 

would lose forever to the town a valuable site 
which in time, might be included in the making 
of a continued park space from the C.N.R. tracks 
to the western end of Lions club park. 

Because there has been no direction in the buy- 
ing and selling of town property, the municipal- 
ity has lost many opportunities. The sale of the 
land north of market square to a business con- 
cern has prevented any expansion of the market 
area. The sale of the lot at the rear of the muni- 
cipal building at Main and Botsford Sts. has pre- 
vented any further use of that corner. If this 
continues, where does the town ever expect to 
erect the public buildings an architect has been 
disked to sketch out? 

There is not much that can be done about the 
market square and adjacent properties, but there 
is still time to save the site at the north-west 
corner of Main and Water Sts. A municipal 
ordinance restricting the use of the property can 
be passed without any further loss of time. It is 
a matter of immediate concern to the council. 
Nor will it be enough to pass legislation applying 
to one site only. The application of town plan- 
ning to Newmarket must become a fact and with 
it, a body of legislation protecting and providing 
for the carrying out of a long-range plan must be 
placed on the books. 



SALES TAX NOT 
RIGHT ANSWER 

A few weeks ago, there appeared in these 
columns a summary of an argument in favor of 
keeping a combined corporation tax of 30 to 40 
percent while reducing or lifting other forms of 
taxation as the best means of meeting the Cana- 
dian post-war budget. J. I* McDougall of the 
school of commerce and administration. Queen's 
University, is in disagreement with this thesis, 
lie stated }%t'JFG Jbc taxation conference of the 
Canadian Manufa^turcra' Association that the 
moat effective means of taxation would be a 
greatly enlarged sajes tax. 

He said: This is a tax which has in the past 
been under criticism as being sharply regressive. 
^t falls heavily upon the poor. But if you have 
p social security system in which the basic 
necessities are guaranteed by unemployment in- 

'. Eurancc and the baby bonus and if personal in- 
r/comc tax at existing rales encourages people to 

f lay off rather than to work for more money, it 
may be that the sales tax has defences much 
stronger than it had in the 1920*s when income 
tax rates and governmental needs wore both 
much lower." 

The basic principle of taxation is to charge 
according to the ability to pay. For Mr. Mc- 
Dougall to argue the virtues. of the sales tax on 
the grounds that those who would feel it most 
are protected by a "social security system" seems 
to contradict this principle. The measures of the 
social security system were introduced to meet 
. - real needs. Taxation on the grounds that these 
measures will protect the taxec is to negate the 
value of the legislation. 

Mr. McDougall reaches the conclusion that the 
vales tax is the only means of taxation which can 
meet the post-war budget because he can find no 
valid reason for the continuance of other forms 
. of taxation. Without mentioning the possibility 
of a continuing high income tax (it appears to be 
generally agreed that the income tax must be 
reduced as peacetime products become available). 
Mr. McDougall points out that customs taxes pro- 
vide only a small part of the national revenue, 
and argues that a continuing heavy corporation 
taxation will have a detrimental effect on indus- 
try. 

"Corporate income is, in a sense, not income at 
all," he states. "It becomes income to a person 
only when it is paid out In dividends." The 
heavy corporate income taxation lowers the 
amount paid out and "reduces the supply of 
yenture capital and discourages • the investment 
; . cf what remains in anything it all risky." A 
disadvantage to corporation taxation is 



the exemption from corporate income taxes had 
by publi cly-oVned corporations. If such a condi- 
tion is allowed to continue, he warns, "large 
parts of Canadian enterprise are going to be 
reorganized (into publicly-owned corporations) 
for the sole purpose of evading taxes." 

We - believe that Mr. McDougall over-em- 
phasizes the' dangers of corporation taxation. 
The excess profits tax less refundable portion, 
and corporation income taxes including the mini- 
mum tax under the excess profits tax act totalled 
26.2 percent of the 1944 national revenue. 
Persona*! income taxes brought in 27 percent. 
A reduction in income tax of 50 percent, 
the reduction of corporation income taxes 
including minimum tax under excess profits tax 
act of 30 percent, and the lifting of excess profits 
tax would have reduced 1944 national revenues 
of two billion, 617 million dollars by only 559 
million dollars. 

* The above reduction in the corporation taxes 
would meet Afr. McDougall's objections that the 
tax was" stifling industry. At the same time, the 
halved personal income tax would continue to 
provide revenue and still adhere to the principle 

of taxing according to the ability to pay. As to 
his objection that Canadian enterprise would 
reorganize into publicly-owned concerns, it is 
questionable whether corporations would willing- 
ly give up their independence of action in order 
to escape taxation.

cautious footnote to speculation on the use of 
atomic energy. The Post sees little immediate 
use of the tremendous energy which has been re- 
leased from the atom. In a few years, it is quite 

possible that a steam engine driven by atomic 
power will be developed but, the article points 
out, "it will be a much longer time before an 
efficient and practical machine can be expected." 

The Financial Post sums up the future pros- 
pects of atomic energy as follows: 

Atomic power holds no ' immediate threat to 
present sources of industrial power. Even when 
production of power from atomic energy is pos- 
sible, it appears to be permanently limited to 
stationary power plants or very large ships. 
Atomic power in "capsule" form for automobiles 
or aircraft is presently inconceivable. Future 
industrial applications may quite possibly be in 
fields not now within the range of human knowl- 
edge or ideas. 

The article goes on to say, however, that with- 
in the year, abundant supplies of new, cheap, 
radio-active materials, produced as a by-product 
in the release of atomic energy, will be available 
to medical science. But the article warns that

The latter 
think on our plane, the former 
have the devious mentalities of 
more eastern nations and are 
often incomprehensible to our 
people of the west. 

There is the aura of goodness 
which surrounds our king and 
queen. It is an aura composed 
of their triumph over the .diffi- 
culties that surround a throne. 
Tn spite of pomp and circum- 
stance they live a normal fam- 
ily life. They shared the blitz 
with their people. They never 
deserted them in time of dang- 
er. They were at one with 

them and by their very calm- 
ness and sympathy were an 

example to the nation — and the 

world. 

It's a rather terrifying thought 
that we do move in an atmos- 
phere of our own making. I 
wonder if we can accept the 
challenge it offers to make that 
atmosphere something people 
will like to contact?

SERIOUS LABOR 
SITUATION 



(Huntsville Forester) 

Surveys of war plant workers show unmistak- 
ably that women workers, who have made an 
important contribution to war production, will 
desire to continue in some form of industrial em- 
ployment. A New York stale survey showed that 
82 percent of the women employed on war con- 
tracts expressed intention to continue in some 
form of employment. A Washington dispatch 
states that over two million workers had been 
laid off in war plants since V-J Day. 

The task before the government and before 
local communities, of seeking employment for 
both men and women, becomes at once compli- 
cated and baffling. 

Can jobs bo found for this vast army of out-of- 
works, including many thousands of women? 
Assurances that "jobs will be found for all" at 
once becomes a realistic problem, and one doubts 
that the governments anc| communities are ready 

to face it. Certainly visible signs that all is In 
readiness arc lacking. 

We have championed in Canada the general 
principle that there must be equal opportunities 
for men and women. Hut there is, afterall, a dis- 
tinction to be drawn when the problem of em- 
ployment is to be solved. The old theory that 
the women's place is in the home cannot be com- 
pletely abandoned. Thousands of housewives 
have joined their husband?, under an acute 
national crisis, to maintain the national output in 
war materials. Should the future status of labor 
not be rendered secure enough to permit these 
married women to now return to their homes and 
rccumc their rightful places as home-makers? 

If the national economy is to be so adjusted 
that the wage level will be maintained on a pri- 
ority with the war period, a restoration of high 
standards of family life, with ample opportunity 
for educational privileges for the children of the 
workers and the enjoyment of opportunities for 
better social conditions should be possible and the 
need for dual employment removed. 

The home is the basis of national life and the 
ideal home, through which family life is possible 
on a high standard, must depend upon the regu- 
larity of employment of the head of the house, 
with a wage sufficient to maintain his wife and 
family in security and comfort. When this Is 
reached and family life becomes once more the 
bulwark of society, there will neither be the need 
nor the desire for women to move outside their 
natural sphere, which is the home, and shoulder 
responsibility for the guarantee of economic and 
social needs.

Merchants and butchers who 

do not serve more than 800 cus- 
tomers will secure their supply 
of meat tokens from the local 
banks. Those who serve more 
than 800 will deal with the 
ration board directly. The tok- 
ens are loaned to retailers and 
have to be covered when meat 
rationing starts by repaying M 

coupons at the rate of 25 for 

every 200 tokens.
